There was quite a breeze createdin mining 
circles yesterday afternoon, by the announce- 
ment that the Bi-Metallic Mining Co. had 
struck the Granite Mountain vein of ore in 
their Blaine claim. The first news came in a 
telegrain from J. B. Risque, Superintendent, 
to Charles Clark, President. We have cut 
Granite Mountain lode vein three feet wide 
and still in ore. Average assay 200 ounces per 
ton. 

Later came a telegram from John W. Plum 
mer, the Superintendent of the Granite Moun- 
tain. ‘‘Accept congratulations. Vein on 
James G. Blaine lode identical with tunnel No. 
5 and tunnel No.6. Is three feet wide; assays 
200 ounces per ton. . 

The telegram was absolutely confirmatory 
of the former dispatch and for a time the 
Bi-Netallic people were jubilant. The 
brokers did not take so much interest in the 
strike as they would had any other property 
been concerned because Bi-Metallic stock is 
not on the market and the interest in it is con- 
fined to afew investors. Tue news was inter- 
esting however, as being the news of the big- 
gost strike made since the Granite Mountain 
mine was developed. It has been 
a widely discussed question where the Granite 
Mountain vein ran after it left the Granite 
Mountain property. It has been a matter of 
controversy for some time between the 
Bi-Metallic people and the West Granite

THE DISCOVERY OF BI METALLIC, 

„The Jas. G. Blaine claim, said Mr. Clark 
this morning, was located by W. W. Wiil- 
iams in January, 1881, subsequent to the or- 
ganization of the syndicate formed to work 
the Granite Mountain property. The ciaim 
was located directly west of the Granite Moun- 
tain extension lode which is the claim on 
which the principal openings have 
been made for the development of 
the Granite Mountain property. In the fall of 
1882, Mr. MeLure, Dr. Merri:l of Montana and 
I purchased the Blaine claim of Williams for 
$1,150 and offered itto the Granite Mountain 
Mining Company for $1,200. The Granite 
Mountain Company refused to make the pur- 
chase. In the summer of 1585 the ground was 
surveyed for patent, and prospecting for the 
Granite Mountain vein was commenced. 
The discovery vein on the Blaine is a small 
seam of high grade ore running about 200 feet 
south of the probable course of the Granite 
Mountain vein. The heavy granite flow from 
the North Mountain has obscured the Gran- 
ite Mountain vein entirely and 
ites true location was a matter of 
conjecture.

During the summer and fall of 188, 
$274,000 worth of silver was sold from 1,435 
tons of ore. On December 1, 1884, 
the Company’s mil! was finished and from that 
time on fully twenty stamps were dropping 
ore.

Jack Hoy Arrested for the Killing of Henry 
Hoke. 


The police think they have cleared up the 
mystery surrounding the death ot Henry Hoke, 
the young shipping cierk at Crawfora’s, who 
expired at St. Luke’s Hospitul, Tuesday, from 
injuries received Veiled Prophet night, and 
that they now have his slayer under lock and 
key. Officers Hobbs and Frese were assigned 
to work up the case and yesterday attended 


the inquest and made notes of the testimony, 
Before the inquest was commenced the police 
were pretty well satisfied of Dixon's inno- 
cence, believing the statement Hoke had 
made to a fellow clerk at Crawford’s in confi- 
dence that he bad received his injury in a dis- 
reputable house on Washington avenue. Alter 
the ¢Xoneration of Dixon by the Coroner’s 
jury, Officers Hobbs and Fresé set out to viear 
up the mystery surrounding the case. A flew 
days aden Woman named Clara Holland, liv- 
ing On Washington avenue, between Tenth and 
Eieventh streets, had told a policeman that 
she man with whom she lived, Wililani Hol- 
land, bad struck a manonthe head witha 
hatchet at their house one evening. She had 
had trouble with William, and told this on 
him to get him arrested. After the inquest 
Officers Hobbs and Frese set out after Holiand, 
and succeeded in arresting him last evening, 
— him up in the Four Courts. They 
learned that there had been two orthree fights 
in that block, which is avery hard one, about 
Veiled Prophet night. Emma Wiison, col- 
ored, and James Parlee, a white man, who 
lives with her, were also arrested in connec- 
tion with the affair last night, there having 
been trouble in their h use, which is also 
located in that block. It was learned that 
JACK HOY, 
a well-known character who lives in the same 
block with one Jennie Brown, had told some 
parties that a negro had come to the door of 
his house Veiled Prophet night and he had 
struck nim aon the head with a hatchet. As 
Hoke was extremely dark complexioned and 
might readily be mistaken for a negro at 
night, the officers immediately concluded that 
he was the man, and this morning about 10 
o clock effected Hoy's arrest and locked him 
— — the Four Courts. He admitted to the 
officers that he had some trouble that night 
with a negro, but had little to say about it. 


Circauipstances appear to point to him 
as the man and the officers think 
they will be able to fix the 


crime on him. At the inquest James Gookeny 
testified that Hoke had told him that be had 
been knocking at the door of a house between 
Tenth and Eleventh streets on Washington 
avenue and that a man came to the door and 
cut him. John McLaggin testified that Hoke 
told him that he had gone into a house on that 
block where he had seen a woman at the win- 
dow and while speaking to hera man entered 
and accusing him of insulting his wife struck 
him over tue head tvo or turee times witha 
knife. He nad his injuries dressed at the City 
Dispensary. He told James 5. William- 
son that he had been cut with a knife and 
struck with a brick in a negro dive 
on Wastington avenue. Joseph Pelinski, 
who keepe a saloon at 1028 Washington ave- 
nue, testified that Hoke visited his place 
Veiled Prophet night and washed his head, 
which was bieeding, expiaining that he had 
been struck by a man in one of the houses on 
the block. Gookeny’s story corresponds with 
Hoy statement to friends, but the troubie is 
that Hoke told so many stories of the affair 
that it will now be very difficult to fix the 
crime on anybody.
